HE WENT THROUGH A WINDOW 


t Was Stopped and He Was Found Walking 


\\onf the Track But Little 


Hurt, 


A desperate lunatic, a careless offi- 


cial and a flying Pan Handle passen- 
ger train each did its part Wednesday 
afternoon in creating one of the most 
hrilling episodesin the history of this 
section. 


When train No. 19 pulled out of the 


Coshocton:station a sheriff from one 
of the eastern counties of Ohio was 
among the passengers. He was accom- 
panied by a quiet individual whose ac- 
.ions were those of a man bored with 
,be inconvenience of travel. 
The 


car was crowded with passengers and 
ittle attention was paid to the pair. 


When the train was passing along 


ihe splendid running ground between 
Adams Mills and Trinway the qule'u 
man spoke to the sheriff who nodded 
lis head in assent. The man then 
arose and entered the toilet room. Al- 
most immediately there was a crash 
as of breaking glass and the sher- 
ff sprang to his feet. 
He cried 


out that the train must be stop- 
ped. 
The conductor quickly gave 


.the signal, and in a remarkably short 
time the line of heavy coaches had 
come to a standstill. The sheriff had 
announced that it was a prisoner who 
had escaped by jumping through the 
window of the toilet room, and the 
passengers expected to see the man- 
gled body of the man returned to the 
car. The conductor ordered the train 
backed, and as it moved slowly along 
the man was seen walking the track. 
He was quickly secured 
by 
the 


sheriff and the train crew an'd return- 
ed to his place in the car. 


Doctor K. C. Edwards, of this city, 


was on the t.ain and he was called to 
see if the man was hurt. 'Strange to 
say. he had escaped serious injury. In 
spite of the fact that he had jumped 
through a window while the train 
was moving at a high rate of speed 
his only hurts were a few cuts and 
bruises. He was dazed and did not 
seem to appreciate the fact that he 
had been nearer death than many 
men who have almost crossed the mys- 
terious line. 


The man is Harvey McMarmel, of 


Cadiz, and he was accompanied by 
Sheriff Gowin, of Harrison county. 


When Columbus was reached it was 


found necessary to place McMarmel in 
the asylum hospital because of the 
bruises he had sustained.

ays Dr. Carr Called to Avondale 


, by the Trustees. 


EXPLAINED HIS VIEW IN DETAIL 


e Has Treated a Number of Cases in His 


Practice Asd Finds Doctor Kitzmiller 


Not Like Then. 


Dr. J-G. Carr was in Avondale Wed- 


nesday afternoir at the request of 
he trustees of White Eyes township, 
and examined Doctor Kitstuiller who 
was said to be suffering from small- 
pox. Doctor Carr decided he is not 
afflicted wifch that disease. As a pre- 
aution, howevef, the trustees have 
ordered vaccination.

Doctor Kitzmiller and talked the 
matter_over witK'him. The man is 
not sick nor has be been since the 
first few days. Ifis appetite and di- 
jestion are good,";bis temperature has 
jeen normal for some time and his 
tongue is clear. He sleeps well and 
does not suffer. Now, -if he had the 
mallpox he would be about at the 
worst stage while-ln reality he is get- 
ing better. Th& pustules are not of 
the character that indicate smallpox, 
and instead of suffering from the in- 
tolerable itching that accompanies 
the disease Doctor Kitzmiller told me 
there was only a slight itching sensa- 
tion and that when he was warm. It is 
such a slight Irritation of the skin 
as anyone may feel, whether sick or 
well, when heated: 


"I know I am not infallible but if 


jhe cases of smallpox I have attended 
during my practice were smallpox 
then Doctor Kitzmiller has not that 
disease. At one time I had'13 cases 
and about 20 years ago I attended 
Elarrison Glover who had It as bad as 
anyone can have It and recover. A 
little girl in my family contracted the 
diseases and of course I treated her. 
The disease whicft Dr. Kitzmiller has 
shows none of the chat acteristics I ob- 
served in these cases. I think the trus- 
tees have done well in ordering vaccina- 
tion for it is a duty every man owes to 
his family whether in times of exuite- 
ment like this or in more sober mom- 
ents. The people who are vaccin- 
ated now will not be in a dangerous 
situation should they ever be exposed 
to smallpox." 


Doctor Kitzmiller decided that as a 


quarantine bad been established at 
his house he would let it remain to 
satisfy 
the 
people. 
The matter 


caused a great deal of stir in Avondale 
and* vicinity, and is still being discuss- 
ed at length.

I have no vaccine 
viris to sell or recommend. 


I have no desire whatever to discuss 


the ethology, diagnosis, treatment 
and prognosis of smallpox through the 
newgpapers,but feel amply able to de" 
'end the diagnosis in any medical 
journal.

of that community are not willing to 
.accept our opinion and I understand 
no action has been taken by the 
health officials further than to quar- 
antine Dr. Kitzmiller. I am positive 
that the statement made that Dr. 
Kitzmiller does not believe he has 
smallpox is incorrect. In my conver- 
sation with Dr. Kitzmiller I suggest- 
:d to him the advisability of calling 
Dr. Probst, secretary of the state 
board of health. His reply was, "I 
know what Probst will say. 
He will 


call it smallpox." 
While I have no 


statement from Dr. Ysrnell I am 
quite certain he believes it smallpox 
as I vaccinated him at my office Wed- 
nesday aaoraing.

Benjamin 
Harrison, 
twenty-third 


president of the United States, was 
born in North Bend, O., Aug. 20, 1S33. 
He was the son of Scott Harrison, who 
was the son of William Henry Harri- 
son, ninth president of the United 
States. Benjamin.was the second of 
six children, who were reared on a 
farm near North Bend. At the age of 
16 he was'gent to a private school at 
Cincinnati and later entered the junior 
class at Miami university, Oxford, O., 
from which institution he was gradu- 
ated in 1S52. Later he studied law at 
Cincinnati and established a practice 
at Indianapolis. He raised a regiment 
during the .civil war, was elected to 
the colonelcy and two years later pro- 
moted to be brigadier general. 
In 


1SSO he was elected United States sen- 
ator, filling the office for six years. 


Mr. Harrison in 1888 was nominated 


by the Republicans for president, de- 
feating President Cleveland for re- 
election. He was renominated in 1892, 
but was defeated by Mr. Cleveland. 
Mr. Harrison was twice married, his 
first wife being Caroline Lavina Scott, 
by whom he had a son Russell and 
daughter Mary, now Mrs. McKee. His 
first wife died shortly after he retired 
from the presidency. A few years later 
he married Mrs. Mary Dimmick of 
New York, who, with a young daugh- 
ter, survives him. 


Since General Harrison's retirement 


from the presidency he had devoted 
himself almost entirely to his law 
practice, his only public service being 
his appearance in 1898 as counsel for 
Venezuela in the South American re- 
public's dispute with England over her 
boundary line.

Official Action Taken at Washington. 


A Proclamation. 


Washington, March 14.—President 


McKinley issued a proclamation to the 
people, notifying them of General Har- 
rison's death and setting out in becom- 
ing terms his virtues and characteris- 
tics. He also ordered salutes to be 
fired at the various army posts the 
day of the funeral and on shipboard 
when the news is received. The secre- 
tary of war and the secretary of the 
navy sent out special notices to sol 
diers and sailors conveying the presi-1 
dent's directions in this matter. Little 
more can be done officially, as the act 
of March 3, 1893t specifically forbids 
the draping of public buildings in 
mourning or the closing of the execu- 
tive departments on the occasion of 
the death of an ex-official.
